ALLANA/CHILE PRESS BRIEFING 
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MR. ALLANA, CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMISSION OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND 
THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP ON CHILE, AND MARC SCHREIBER BRIEFED 
NEWSMEN ON THE FORTHCOMING VISITING MISSION TO CHILE. HE 
REVIEWED THE SITUATION NOTING THAT THE COMMISSION ON

DISCUSSIONS THE COMMISSION BY RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY 

CONSENSUS APPOINTED A WORKING GROUP OF FIVE INCLUDING 

ALLANA AS CHAIRMAN TO VISIT CHILE AND THEN SUBMIT A PROGRESS 

REPORT TO THE COMMISSION, THE NEXT GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND 

WALDHEIM. THE WORKING GROUP HELD ITS FIRST MEETING IN GENEVA 

MAY 1975 AND ADOPTED RULES OF PROCEDURE, AND AGREED ON

HUMAN RIGHTS OFFICE WILL ALSO GO ALONG WITH TWO OTHERS

LIMA FOR THREE OR FOUR DAYS, THEN GO TO SANTIAGO JULY 
10 AND STAY THROUGH JULY 28 RETURNING TO CARACAS FOR FINAL 
CONSULATION. 

IN THE Q&A ALLANA TAGGED AS UTTER LIES SOME MISQUOTES ATTRIBUTED 
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TO HIM IN A PAKISTAN NEWSPAPER. HE STRESSED AGAIN THEY 
GO WITH AN OPEN MIND TO CHILE RATHER THAN ACCEPT PRESS 

REPORTS IN RECENT MONTHS ON THE SITUATION THERE. HE SAID
